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Bus routes face the axe 


• County council's new school bus contract could threaten hospital service 


BUS routes in and around Bridport face being axed after 
Dorset County Council ended its school contract with the 
First Bus Group. 

Campaigners for better transport services in Bridport and 
town councillors are concerned that the decision could have 
a negative impact on commercial services, which are sub¬ 
sidised by the contract. 

DCC recently transferred their school contracts from the 
First Bus Group to Damory Coaches, following a five-year 
project to change the way the council works with its transport 
providers. 

The contract was awarded based on which quote offered 
the best value for money and quality of service and the coun¬ 
tywide shake up is expected to save taxpayers £900,000. 

However transport campaigners fear that the decision 
shows a lack of foresight and cited that as a result two routes, 
the 40 and 45, are to be withdrawn in September. 

The routes, which currently serve Burton Bradstock, Brid¬ 
port Hospital, Bradpole and Netherbury, will be replaced by 
a single route from West Bay to Beaminster via Bridport.

Western Area Transport Action Group (WATAG) member 
Alan Williams announced the news at the Bridport Town 
Council Plans Committee on Monday night, he said: “There 
are a lot of people who use the 45, particularly elderly peo¬ 
ple, who will have no bus service at all.” 

In response Councillor Phil Lathey said: “A lot of people 
use the buses going up to the hospital on a regular basis. We 
need to make strong representation that this service is vital 
for the people of Bridport with the hospital being where it 
is.” 

Bridport Mayor, Councillor Dave Rickard, said: “How can 
they suddenly give the school contract to another company? 
They must know these other buses would go, they haven’t 
made any attempt it would appear to write those bus groups 
into the other contract. They’ve arranged a contract with a 
coach service without actually fulfilling all the things that the 
previous contract did. 

“They’ve got into a contract situation which is not deliver¬ 
ing to Bridport what Bridport expects. This comes on top of 



negotiations that are ongoing to make Bridport a transport 
hub, with all the encouragement that DCC and WDDC have 
given us I think we have a very strong case to ask for a re¬ 
think.” 

Leader of Bridport Town Council, Councillor Martin Ray, 
added: “The 45 is not a commercial service if it does not 
make enough money to run it, it’s crazy. Cheapest isn’t al¬ 
ways best, sometimes cheapest is absolutely useless.” 

Campaigners are worried that other routes will also soon be 
cut if they are not deemed to be financially viable. Mr 
Williams said: “The 31 (which runs from Axminster to Wey¬ 
mouth, via Bridport) is commercial but is heavily subsidised 
by the DCC. They cannot continue to run bus services with 
three passengers on. We must expect the bus services to re¬ 
duce and possibly see an increase in fares. They believe they 
have no influence over the commercial services but of course 
they do and they don’t seem to recognise that.” 


Councillors also expressed concerns that a mixture of serv¬ 
ices provided by First and Damory coaches would leave 
some passengers having to buy two single tickets rather than 
a return ticket. 

Bridport Town Surveyor Daryl Chambers also questioned 
whether the decision would endanger the Bridport Bus Sta¬ 
tion. 

DCC have defended their decision and said that although 
some services will be delivered by different operators, pas¬ 
sengers will initially see little change to routes and timeta¬ 
bles. 

Cabinet member for transport Peter Finney said: “Dorset 
County Council has taken these steps to modernise our ap¬ 
proach to transport provision. 

“We’re confident that the new, stricter, criteria for work¬ 
ing in partnership with our own team of transport profes¬ 
sionals has secured better value for residents of Dorset.” 
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NEXT week the Burton Bradstock Festival of Music 
and Art will begin its 30th anniversary year. To mark 
the anniversary this week's 60 second interview is 
with the festival Chairman Janet Whitaker. 

Janet grew up in the North of England and studied 
for a degree in Drama at Manchester University be¬ 
fore becoming a teacher. Five years later she applied 
fora BBC job in Northern Ireland. Janet didn't get the 
job but was offered work as a drama producer for 
BBC radio in London where she worked for almost 30 
years. Janet retired to Burton Bradstock five years 
ago after being seriously ill. 

Janet originally became involved with the festival 
when she hosted musicians during their stay. She is 
now chairman of the festival committee, sharing or¬ 
ganisational duties with her team and Festival Di¬ 
rector David Juritz who lives in London. 

The festival runs from Sunday, August 14th to Sun¬ 
day, August 21st. 


■ WHAT makes Burton festival special? 

There is a nice relaxed atmosphere about the whole thing. 
In the concert themselves, because a lot of the musicians 
have come down over a number of years, the audience 
greets them like old friends and it makes it a really nice in¬ 
timate atmosphere. 

I would say it’s that relaxed nature, the fact we have 
world-class musicians, and partly the way David runs it ac¬ 
tually. He makes it quite informal, talking to the audience 
a lot and I think that’s one of the special things about these 
concerts. 

■ WHO do you think the festival appeals to? 

I’d like to feel it appeals to the people of Burton Bradstock 
because it’s their festival but then we do get people from 
the whole of the Bride Valley and further afield. Anybody 
who is interested in music is welcome to come to it. It ap¬ 
peals to quite a wide audience now because its not just clas¬ 
sical music. A lot of people are beginning to realise that 
you can enjoy all different types of music if they are played 
really well, I think that is the whole point of the festival. 

■ HOW do you think the festival has developed over 
30 years? 

Originally it was Mary Ryan, who was a flute player who 
lived in the village, who started doing some summer con¬ 
certs and bringing some of her students down to perform. 
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I think they only did about three concerts to begin with but 
David (Juritz) took over from there and has carried it on. 
As it’s grown we’ve tried to get more people in and have 
a wider mixture of music. We have 11 concerts this year, 
which is pretty good going for a week in a small village. 

■ ARE there any concerts you're particularly looking 
forward to this year? 

The Cinema Classics on the Thursday night. It’s unusual 
for us and there will be a lot of iconic film scores, which I 
think we’d like to promote to the potential audience as it 
really will be a good concert. Some of the best music of 
the Twentieth century was written for film! 


■ DO you find the art compliments the music? 

I think there is something like 150 paintings in this year’s 
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exhibition, plus pottery and woodwork; it’s a really won¬ 
derful mixture for all tastes. I think with art, even more 
than with music in fact, people have got very widely dif¬ 
ferent tastes of what they like and what appeals to them. 
Over the past few years the quality has been getting better 
and better. It’s well worth coming to see, and they are all 
for sale too. 

■ WHO were the most famous faces you worked with 
at the BBC? 

Probably the most famous was Dirk Bogarde, I was his 
radio producer for about the last 10 years of his life. He 
was wonderful, he was a heartthrob for me as a little girl 
so it was amazing to work with him in any case, but he 
was a real gentlemen. Another one who was very well- 
known was Kathleen Turner, she came over to do a detec¬ 
tive series with me, twice in fact. I’ve been very lucky, I’ve 
worked with some wonderful actors. One of the most ex¬ 
traordinary people I met was the astronaut, James Irwin 
from Apollo 15.1 did an interview sat next to him on a 
sofa, but this man was the eighth to walk on the moon and 
no one else in my lifetime will. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was actually at the From Page to 
Screen Festival in Bridport, I saw a wonderful film called 
Housekeeping and I’ve just been reading the book by Mar- 
ilynne Robinson because of that. The last CD was probably 
the Alabama 3 but before that I listened to a wonderful CD 
by Jan Garbarek called Officium, saxophone and plain- 
song, an amazing combination.

The new plans for the St 
Michael’s Trading Estate 
were updated from their 
last outing in December.

"Many of these crimes 
involve items stolen 
from glove compart¬ 
ments and car boots 
where the owner 
clearly thought that by 
leaving them out of 
view it would eliminate 
this risk. 

"I would stress that 
hiding valuables in a 
car does no such thing."

"The district council is pleased to be able to sup¬ 
port schemes like this while keeping council tax 
low and not cutting frontline services." 

The grant will fund projects such as historic char¬ 
acter projects and projects that result in a lasting 


enhancement within a conservation area, exam¬ 
ples include conservation of traditional walls, rail¬ 
ings and gates, traditional paving and steps, 
market crosses, traditional painted sign writing, 
village wells, pumps and pounds. 

The grant will also fund landscape character 
projects such as projects that result in a lasting en¬ 
hancement to the local landscape, examples in¬ 
clude hedge laying, hedgerow and woodland 
planting and heath land restoration. 

Community and neighbourhood planning proj¬ 
ects that develop a parish plan, parish plan revi¬ 
sion or neighbourhood plan could be entitled to 
a grant, funding can contribute towards consulta¬ 
tion events, questionnaires, analysis, publicity, 
communication and printing. 

The grant will not fund work or equipment that 
has already been paid for or ordered, salaries and 
running costs, ongoing maintenance and projects 
that mainly benefit an individual householder or 
landowner. 

The district council runs a separate small grant 
scheme for arts and sports projects called the 
Leisure Development Fund.

M ORE than a 
dozen newly 
trained watch- 
keepers were welcomed by 
the NCI Lyme Bay Na¬ 
tional Coastwatch Station 
at their inaugural AGM. 

The former trainees were 
presented with their 
Watchkeepers Certificates 
by NCI Patron Sir Christo¬ 
pher Coville, having all 
completed intensive train¬ 
ing since the station 
opened in July last year. 

Among those receiving 
their certificates were the 
first two women to qualify 
as watchkeepers, West 
Bexington’s Rosemary 
Lyth and Claire Reeves 
from Charmouth, and a re¬ 
tired Air-Sea Rescue Serv¬ 
ice Pilot, Ralph Probert 
from Bridport. 

Also receiving their cer¬ 
tificates were Michael 
Sheehan and Alan Lake 
from Bridport, Bob Martin 
from Charmouth, Peter 
Merrick from Martin- 
stown, Ross Wallace from 
Puncknowle, Graeme 
Gemmill and John Row¬ 
lands from Litton Cheney, 
Graham Hallewell from 
Burton Bradstock, Keith 
Beattie from Martock and 
former KLM airline pilot 
Lelicity Bush from Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The inaugural AGM was 
held at the Litton Cheney 
Community Hall and was 
attended by almost 60 peo¬ 
ple. 

During the evening Sir 
Christopher Coville also 
accepted a donation of CB 
Radios from Brends 
Oliver, Chair of The Punc¬ 
knowle Lundraisers. 

The radios will improve 
the stations communica¬ 
tions facility, and enable 
them to do far more radio 
operator training sessions. 

NCI Lyme Bay now has 
some 25 qualified watch¬ 
keepers, and a further 
dozen or so trainees who 
are expected to qualify in 
the next six months. 

The newly trained volun¬ 
teers will allow the station 
to operate longer hours this 
summer, from 9am to 8pm 
every weekend and bank 
holiday, but not yet enough 
to enable them to keep 
watch during the week, 
which would require at 
least a further dozen fully 
trained watchkeepers.

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Swan census at sunrise 


HUNDREDS of swans were rounded up and 
checked over by vets in the largest operation 
of its kind at Abbotsbury Swannery. 

The bi-annual round-up and census of the 
swans along the Fleet was carried out by 
staff from Abbotsbury Swannery and volun¬ 
teers from across the country. 

The round-up began the Friday before last 
with 90 canoeists slowly herding swans 
down from the Portland end of the Fleet 
where they were encouraged to stay 
overnight at Abbotsbury Swannery by a tem¬ 
porary boom. 

At sunrise the following morning the 
swans were brought ashore into holding 
pens, ready for the census, by hundreds of 
volunteers wading out or paddling canoes. 

Once processed the swans were then car¬ 
ried back to the waters edge where they were 
released back onto the Fleet. 

The round-up was supervised by Her 
Majesty’s Swan Warden, Professor Chris 
Perrins of Oxford University.

Professor Perrins said: “We learn a lot from 
the round-up but more importantly the swans 
benefit. 

“It means we can have a jolly good look at 
every swan, and any bird that needs atten¬ 
tion, gets attention.” 

“It is a huge amount of work,” added Ab¬ 
botsbury Swanherd Dave Wheeler, “and 
there is a certain amount of worry. 

“We only get one crack at this, once every 
two years, so we have to get it right. One 
year, the wrong bloke was in the wrong 
place and we lost about 300 swans. 

“All of a sudden the swans panicked and 
broke through the canoes. People were 
jumping in the water trying to stop them, but 
we lost the lot. 

“This year it went superbly well, as smooth 


as silk. There was a wonderful spirit, a great 
mix of people, everyone worked together, it 
was fantastic. 

“We caught 771 swans. We only missed 
about five or six, and we deliberately left 18 
or so parents with cygnets. I judge the suc¬ 
cess of a round-up not by how many swans 
we catch but by how many we fail to catch, 
so to miss less than one per cent is brilliant.” 

To maximise people’s chances of catching 
as many swans as possible, and to make car¬ 
rying large wet birds simpler, the round up 
is held when they are moulting and cannot 

fly- 

The first round-up was held in 1980, partly 
to assist Prof Perrins with long-term studies 
into the Abbotsbury swans. 

In past years more than a 1,000 birds have 
been rounded up for the census. This year’s 
numbers are thought to be lower because of 
the high number of seagulls, crows and 
foxes preying on young cygnets around the 
lagoon.

An apple a day...

W EST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin hailed Bridport’s 
Community Orchard as “absolutely wonderful” 
after his first visit to the project. 

During an early Saturday morning visit to the orchard Mr 
Letwin was given a tour by volunteers Andy Jefferies and 
Paul Arthur, with assistance from Tricia Hawkins, David 
Hawkins, Carolyn Brightwater, Sheila Hawkins and Gill 
Massey. 

During the tour Mr Letwin was given the history of the 
orchard, visited the recently finished pond and dipping 
platform, heard about the work carried out at the commu¬ 
nity allotments and even had a taste of some of this year’s 
apples, straight from the tree. 

“Mr Letwin couldn’t resist picking one, and was most 
impressed by it’s ‘fantastic’ flavour,” said volunteer Paul 
Arthur. 

Whilst at the allotments Mr Letwin heard how regular 
weekly gardening sessions were being run to promote well¬ 
being in the community. 

“We said that we needed sustained funding if their suc¬ 
cess was to continue,” said Paul. “We passed on some ev¬ 
idence from recent studies from the likes of the MIND 
charity, and NICE, that had shown how the population at 
large could benefit from energetic outdoor activity, and the 
NHS could save money too. Mr Letwin was sympathetic 
to our cause, and agreed to support our funding requests if 
possible. 

“Overall, a very successful and enjoyable visit. Mr 
Letwin was clearly bowled over by the site, using the 
words ‘superb and ‘splendid’ several times.“ 

Mr Letwin added that it was fantastic to see how the proj¬ 
ect had taken off in a short space of time. “It’s a huge boon 
to the town and also for people that come along and take 
part in the community orchard and allotment,” he said. 

“I won’t be able to make it to the Apple Day in October 
but I have been told that you are welcome to come and pick 
an apple when you are in Bridport so I will be doing that 
for sure. I hope we see many more of these projects, its ab¬ 
solutely wonderful.”

W ITH challenges 
in the air and on 
land over the 
past two weeks it was time 
to take to the water for this 
week’s outing. 

The RNLI had arranged 
a spot for me on the wor- 
ryingly numbered raft 13; 
all I had to do was turn up 
in my swim shorts. 

My track record with the 
raft race is not a good one, 
it’s actually probably the 
equal worst track record of 
anyone in Bridport. One 
race, one Did Not Start 
(DNS). 

My one previous race ac¬ 
tually prompted my first 
ever appearance in the 
View from Bridport, long 
before I worked here. 

I featured in a front-page 
picture, along with my 
three crewmen, with the 
humiliating caption “That 
Sinking Feeling”. 

The raft had been hastily 
knocked together by my 
boss at the time, Chris 
Deacon, the voice of the 
raft race on the PA. 

In a couple of hours he 
created an impressive raft 


but when we hit the water 
we realised why prepara¬ 
tion is key. The heavy 
metal beer barrels that we 
had reluctantly used had 
been plugged at the front 
but not on top. 

So with one hand on the 
hole and another on the 
paddle we tentatively 
made our way into the 
water where we realised 
our second mistake. 

In the building process 
we had forgot to prepare 
ammunition and we were 
now sitting ducks, with no 
hands free, being hit with 
a barrage of water bombs. 

We never made the start 
line and instead spent the 
whole race desperately try¬ 
ing to make it back to the 
slipway before we became 
fully submerged. 

Having recovered from 
that experience four years 
ago I was ready to brave 
the competition again - to 
be honest, it couldn’t go 
any worse. 

My team this time 
around, from Eype House 
Caravan Park, were clearly 
experienced hands. Their 


raft was in its seventh rein¬ 
carnation and they were 
looking to improve on last 
year’s record effort of 4th 
place. 

I was joined by Graham 
Dannan, managing direc¬ 
tor of the caravan park, 
and RNLI members Eric 
Hall and James Pearce. 

Our raft was called 
‘Cooking up a Storm’ and 
came complete with model 
stove and more cooking 
utensils than I thought we 
would need for our short 
voyage. 

My chef’s jacket slid 
snugly over my life jacket, 
my novelty chef’s hat cov¬ 
ered my head and I even 
had a novelty moustache 
to finish the costume off. 

My team definitely 
meant business. As I indis¬ 
criminately threw water 
bombs at Alan Sugar, as¬ 
tronauts and even The 
Smurfs, they manoeuvred 
the raft to the start line. 

As the signal sounded 
we went off in front and 


were vying for first place, 
perhaps this would be the 
biggest success in my col¬ 
umn to date? 

As the river narrowed 
though the rafts squashed 
together and we were 
caught up in the middle of 
the congestion. 

To make matters worse a 
barrel on my side of the 
raft had been pierced and 
was filling up with water 
making it all the more dif¬ 
ficult to paddle in a 
straight line. 

The congestion got even 
more difficult to navigate 
as the leaders reached the 
halfway mark and turned 
around to come back. 

We were now dodging 
traffic from all directions, 
whilst trying to compen¬ 
sate for the rapidly filling 
barrel. 

We battled through and 
having lost a colander, a 
whisk and an egg slice we 
got into a rhythm and were 
now up with the leaders 
again. 


In the end we crossed the 
finish line neck and neck 
with the ‘Unsinkable’ team 
in joint fifth place, out of a 
field of 20 rafts. 

To be honest I had just as 
much fun fighting it out for 
fourth place as I did on that 


sinking craft four years 
ago. 

The RNLI fundraising 
event has firmly book- 
marked its place in the 
Bridport and West Bay 
events calendar. Every 
year the number of entries 


is higher, the rafts are 
faster and the crowds are 
bigger, and with next 
year’s event coinciding 
with the London 2012 
Olympics I’m sure it will 
be better again. 

Portland may have world 


class sailing next summer, 
but if you want to see 
Where’s Wally pelting the 
Duchess of Cambridge 
with water bombs or 
Osama Bin Laden racing a 
unicorn then West Bay is 
definitely the place to be.

Keep your toilets clean! 
There's no excuse! 


A few simple and 
proactive steps can 
make all the differ¬ 
ence when cleaning your 
toilet. Many people and 
organisations (in non cus¬ 
tomer areas) neglect their 
toilets - possibly because 
it is seen as low priority 
and an unpleasant job. 
However cleaning your 
toilets on a regular basis 
can make all the differ¬ 
ence. 

Using Cistern blocks 
which can be less than 
£1.00 for two can be very 
effective in cleansing toilet 
bowls providing they are 
replenished on a weekly 
basis, although you could 
possibly get away with 
every two or three weeks. 

Using toilet cleaner 
around the toilet bowl just 
once a day and scrubbing 
with the toilet brush will 
also make a big difference 
if in combination with the 


use of cistern blocks. You 
could also use toilet bowl 
cleaner in urinals like de¬ 
scribed above as well. 

Another important thing 
to remember is to clean 
your toilet brush also. If 
you do not then it will 
soon become dirty and 
contaminated with germs, 
it will also collect dirty 
water which may well 
smell after time. 

Sinks, mirrors, and, tiles, 
should not be neglected 
also. You don't necessarily 
need to do this every day 
but make sure that it is 
done enough to keep it 
consistently looking pre¬ 
sentable for the people 
who may use your toilets.

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THE grounds of Lulworth Castle played host to the fourth annual Camp 
Bestival this past weekend, featuring a fantastic line-up of comedy, story¬ 
telling, kids entertainment, and most importantly, music. 

My first musical taste of the weekend came courtesy of Labrinth. The 
TinieTempah collaborator's bass-heavy set, was well received by a youthful 
audience, and featured an funky cover of Charles Wright & The Watts'Ex¬ 
press Yourself', drawing on the sample made famous by N.W.A. 

Next up on the Castle Stage was Fenech Soler, an electro-indie-dance 
foursome whose upbeat euphoric offerings were ideal for the festival's 
vibe, with a particular highlight being the hit single'Lies'. 

We left Fenech Soler before the end of their set to catch as much of up- 
and-comer Ed Sheeran in the BigTop as possible, and a wise choice it was. 
Sheeran, accompanied by a loop-station performed an impressive array 
of solo songs, with top five single 'A-Team'garnering a mass crowd singa- 
long, and new single'You Need My, I Don't Need You'going down a storm. 
Sheeran had easily one of the biggest crowds of the weekend at the big 
top, suggesting big things in his future. 

We arrived back at the main Castle Stage for 80s pop icons ABC, playing 
through a back catalogue of some of the most glorious anthems of their 
time, before Friday headliner Blondie took to the stage. 

Debbie Harry and co delivered an classic-laden set, featuring the likes of 
Call Me, Hanging on the Telephone, Atomic and One Way Or Another, as 
well as new singles'Mother'and'What I've Heard'from new album Panic 
of Girls. Harry's vocals aren't as powerful as they once were, but a rapturous 
crowd gave perfect vocal backing singing along to near enough every 
word. 

Saturday morning and lunchtime is aimed primarily at kids, with MrTum- 
ble, The Gruffalo and Dick & Dom all entertaining the youngsters, but 
music was forthcoming early on with Camp Bestival regulars The Gentle¬ 
man's Dub Club performing a wonderful set of dub reggae and ska tunes 
which were impossible not to dance to. 

Pop starlet Eliza Doolittle, whose reputation has grown steadily since her 
last Camp Bestival appearance, was on top form on Saturday afternoon, 
clearly enjoying herself with the sun shining, rattling off hits including 
'Skinny Genes'and closing with 'Pack Up'. 

Re-formed American/Irish hip-hop legends House Of Pain gave one of 
the performances of the weekend, mixing samples, heavy rock and rap to 
a lively reaction from the masses, with legendary party tune'Jump Around' 
naturally getting everyone to... well you guessed it! 

Saturday's headliner was Mark Ronson and the Business International. 
Beginning his set with an acoustic tribute to his good friend Amy Wine- 
house who died the previous weekend, Ronson was joined byTheZutons' 
Dave McCabe for a stirring, if slightly rough-around-the-edges, rendition 
of'Valerie'. Ronson was joined by further guest vocalists throughout the 
set including Kyle Falconer ofThe View, Charlie Waller of the Rumble Strips 
for his bands remixed version ofWinehouse hit'Back in Black' and Alex 
Greenwald of Phantom Planet. Ronson and co closed with a 'Bang Bang 
Bang', including a raved-up rapid final twenty seconds, much to the delight 
of the crowds. 

Saturday's musical offerings at the main stage came to a close with dance 
DJ's extraordinaire Groove Armada, presenting their show'Red Light', the 
set was blighted by technical difficulties to start with, leaving the crowd 
slightly flatter than they should have been - still and enjoyable set though. 

And on to Sunday - the top musical day of the festival. We were sat at 
the main stage for the entire day, kicking off with Ade Edmondson and 
The Bad Shepherds playing their atmospheric and entertaining folk covers 
of punk songs, including PiL's 'Rise', The Clash's 'White Riot' and a superb 
rendition of Kraftwerk's'The Model'amongst many others. 

The Selecter featuring Pauline Black and Gaps Hendrickson on vocals got 
the ska-heads skanking to hits including 'Three Minute Hero','On My Radio' 
and a brilliant cover of'Pressure Drop'. 

Further Sunday afternoon musical treats came from Sunderland's alt- 
rockers Frankie&The Heartstrings; grime artist Wretch 32, whose breakout 
hit'Unorthodox'wasa real crowd-pleaser; reggae troupe The Easy Star All 
Stars played superbly danceable reggae, including their famous cover ver¬ 
sions of Pink Floyd and Beatles classics; and Katy B mixed old school club 
tunes with her own mix of club beats, tinged with brass. 

Having rearranged their slot once already during the weekend, much to 
the annoyance of crowd members, DJ duo Nero failed to turn up for their 
Sunday slot, with Camp Bestival regular Beardyman stepping in to fill extra 
time with an extended slot. And thank goodness he did! The beatbox ge¬ 
nius performed an incredible set, using up to five loop stations, and his 
own vocals and sound effects to create an entirely off the cuff, freestyled 
set, with shortened covers of Erasure's'Sweet Dreams','Seven Nation Army' 
by The White Stripes, and'Time To Pretend'by MGMT thrown in the mix. 

Camp Bestival 2011 came to a fittingly brilliant close thanks to rock'n' 
roll royalty Primal Scream, who performed their psychedelic masterpiece 
album 'Screamadelica' in full, with 'Loaded' and 'Come Together' creating 
the most incredible sonic and visual atmosphere's of the weekend, with 
the entire crowd mesmerised. The Scream closed their set with a selection 
of greatest hits, rounding things off with stomper'Rocks'. 

Other aspects of the festival may not have been up to previous standards 
(although nothing too serious), musically Camp Bestival 2011 lived up to 
expectations and then some. By Rob Larcombe 


Movie music to captivate festival audience 


THURSDAY night is cinema night at the 
Burton Bradstock Festival which starts 
this weekend. On August 17th, the Festi¬ 
val Players will perform theme music 
from box-office record busters from Psy¬ 
cho to Platoon. Some - such as the 
Mahler piano trio used in Shutter Island 
and the Samuel Barber Adagio for Strings 
used to such effect in Platoon were clas¬ 
sical greats long before the films existed. 
Others, like the themes from Schindler's 
List and Psycho are ground breaking 
compositions. 

Says festival organiser Janet Whittaker: 
"Hearing these pieces as we watched fine 
drama, comedy and horror has seared 
them into our memories. Collectively, 
they are probably responsible for turning 
the UK into a nation of classical music 
lovers. All of them are works of art in their 
own right, whether they were composed 
for the films or borrowed by the film¬ 
makers from the classical archives." 

Artistic director David Juritz had plenty 
to choose from in creating the evening's 
programme: 

"We’ve got a programme packed with 


silver-screen classics and it’s all great 
music too. Samuel Barber's Adagio has 
been put to picture in everything from 
Platoon to The Simpsons. Stanley Myers' 
Cavatina from The Deerhunter has em¬ 
bedded that film in modern culture in a 
way that moving pictures alone could 
never achieve.The Mahler Piano Quartet 
captures perfectly the dark, brooding at¬ 
mosphere of Stanley Kubrick's thriller, 
Shutter Island, while John William's 
Theme from Schindler's List has become 
a modern classic in its own right. Ennio 
Moricone, one of the most instantly 
recognisable voices in film music, is one 
of those composers who can take your 
breath away with just three or four notes. 
You can hear what I mean in his theme 
from Cinema Paradiso. 

"We won't be able to sell you popcorn 
but I guarantee you lots and lots of mem¬ 
ories!"

Out Of Focus

A CLASSIC comedy tale of mistaken identity and 
crossed wires delighted audiences in Burton 
Bradstock last week. 

The story of how the unlikeliest cast of villagers 
came together to produce a pantomime was a 
great escapist way to spend a summers evening. 

"Out of Focus", was the latest offering from the 
Burton Bradstock Players and was staged at the 
village hall. 

The success of the show was, in no small part, 
down to the small cast of nine who instantly im¬ 
pacted their clearly defined characters on the au¬ 
dience and played their roles with believability 
throughout. 

A difficult to follow, twisting storyline, was 
made all the easier to follow by a cast who had 
truly embodied the characters they were playing. 

Director Gillian Knight had obviously worked 
hard to make sure that the characters had a back 
story beyond the stage. 

The women in the tale definitely wore the 
trousers and the downtrodden men wore the 
dresses, literally in some cases, which bought a 
lot of comedy to the production. 

The clash of such strong characters, meant 
everyone drew a laugh at some stage or another. 

A few of the comedy highlights was the con¬ 
stant wittering of railway enthusiast Leonard Trot¬ 
ter (Chris Roberts), the simple "Meows" of David 
Wright (Doug Sheppard) and the clashes be¬ 
tween the airy fairy vicar's wife Evonne Duck¬ 
worth (Liz Slater) and the bossy and brusque 
scout leader Helen Beaver (Gill East). 

The troubled love lives of Bob Enfield (Chris Bri- 
ant) and Wayne Bryant (David Mayo) were also a 
great source of hilarity throughout as they 
clashed with Bob's wife Kath (Janet Tolputt) and 
the saucy secretary Linda Hammond (Karen 
Venn). 

The path of true love never did run smooth but 
for Sue Dixon (Katherine Slater) at least, she fi¬ 
nally got her man to give the tale a happy end¬ 
ing. 

It would be easy to forget the backstage crew 
as their excellent work on the stage set, and fault¬ 
less sound and lighting, made you forget you 
were watching a show. The simple setting of a 
church hall was done with great realism.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


LAST week I wrote about'Dancing with Stones', 
a collection of verse by four local poets and we 
featured two poems from the book, both by 
Jim Morgan. 

Another of the poets is Margery Forester, a 
writer who is well known for her excellent life 
of Michael Collins. This biography has been 
continuously in print since 1971 and is now also 
out in paperback. 

Margery came here from New Zealand, where 
she was listening to and reciting poetry from 
her earliest childhood days. 

The book title, 'Dancing with Stones' is also 
the title of one of the 25 examples of Margery's 
work in the collection. Here are two of her 
poems that I particularly enjoyed. 

THE SUMMERHOUSE 

Time stopped here one summer - was it 7 942? - 
The day their life-sentence 'Killed in Action' 
Reached them, the parents. 

Defrauded of posterity, 

They trailed down to the summerhouse 
And turned the key. 

Forty years on we came, the first, 

Mutes laggard to a funeral, 

And found the tennis racquets 
Where the young men had tossed them, 
Their fingerprints their only title deeds 
For sons never to be born. 

Fiere they lounged, 

Confident of life, 


Charismatic in their virility 
For flirting girls in white. 

The Lloyd Loom chairs stank of mould 
And mice, the jumbled net 
Lay chewed and rotten. 

A coppiced stump of shuttlecock, 

A croquet set left undisturbed, 
Testified to that monstrous crime, 

The wanton snuffing-out of youth. 

We paused, aware of memories unvisited, 
Reluctant to disturb a war grave. 

Then, in a cupboard, came to light 
Tea things put away for the next party, 
The next leave. 

Bold yellow and purple crocuses, 
Clarice Cliff bizarrely bringing home 
The vivacity, the promise 
Of that piercing summer day. 

CELLO RECITAL 

The young soloist fingers 
The strings high on her cello's neck, 
Preparing to reveal her skill, 

To seek new insights. 

As she draws her bow the cello wakens, 
Imbued with the dreams of its French maker 
More than two centuries before. 

Fie chose his wood from the unhurried 
Pine forests of the Alps, fine-grained and soft, 
Brought it home to the warm south 


To impregnate it with the sun's heat. 

Fie carved and smoothed it, recalling joys and 
Sorrows he had known; formed ribs, neck, 
Flead and scroll; gave it breath. 

Flow he enriched it with that sunset glow 
Learnt from his master in Cremona, 

Not even the confessional would hear. 

Fie shaped its bow, strung with horsehair 
Of the Camargue, rosined to touch and pluck 
Its heart's vibrations. 

As he tuned the strings he conjured up 
Sounds he loved: dark rush of storm on height, 
Notes scattered by fleeing orioles in a wood, 
A girl's laughter lost in the Dordogne 
When he was young. 

These and all the passion of his soul 
Fie bequeathed to this, his masterwork. 

The cellist draws out the closing phrase 
As if from a deep place within her - 
Or the living thing she holds - she cannot tell. 
She stands, bows, for a moment disconcerted 
By applause of hands, not tears.

DORSET FUNERAL PLAN LEAGUE 

Premier League 
Broadstone 188-9 lost to 
Dorchester 189-3 by seven wickets 

A MAGNIFICENT century from the returning Pete Moxom 
helped Dorchester climb into the top three of the Premier 
League. 

Moxom, who has rejoined the county town outfit from 
Chard, showed his class in his maiden appearance of the 
season by racking up 121 at faster than a run a ball. 

His was the outstanding display of the game but to say it 
was a single-handed effort would be to overlook fine con¬ 
tributions from elsewhere in the side. 

Batting first at the Delph, Broadstone put on 58 for the 
opening wicket thanks to Sam Chapman (64) and Matt 
Thomas (27), before the visitors fought back brilliantly. 

From 91 -1, the home side crumbled to 114-7 as spin twins 
Rob Waite (3-29) and Sean Little (3-21) strangled the in¬ 
nings. 

Adam Rendell (3-24) matched his team-mates with three

This result has leapfrogged Dorchester over their oppo¬ 
nents with four matches remaining. 

Weymouth 173 all out lost to 
W lMBORNE & COLEHILL 1 74-6 BY FOUR WICKETS 

WEYMOUTH slumped to their second successive defeat 
after struggling to come to terms with a tricky pitch at Wim- 
borne & Colehill. 

Having lost a crucial toss, the Seasiders were asked to bat 
first at the Leaze and suffered early setbacks as both Kieron 
Womble (4) and Dean Janaway (4) departed cheaply. 

Ben Lawes (58) and stand-in captain Tom England (31) 
then joined forces for a stabilising partnership of 91.

Despite three wickets for off-spinner Mark Barber (3-45), 
the hosts racked up an imposing 255-6 as Beaminster's in¬ 
experienced side wilted in the heat.

WEYMOUTH overturned a one-goal deficit to 
clinch the inaugural Bob Lucas Memorial Trophy 
at the Avenue Stadium on Saturday writes Rob 
Meech. 

Nick Crittenden had given the Magpies the lead 
four minutes before half-time but the Terras 
fought back with goals from Rob Wolleaston and 
Jamie Beasley.

During the opening exchanges there had been 
little indication of the drama that would unfold, as 
the two local rivals attempted to grab a foothold 
in the proceedings. 

Ben Dickenson, Chris Flood and Crittenden all 
tried their luck from long range but were foiled by 
the safe hands of Weymouth custodian Nick Jor¬ 
dan. 

At the other end, a breakdown in communica¬ 


tion between Nathan Walker and keeper Simon 
Evans allowed Beasley to sneak in, but he inexpli¬ 
cably fluffed his lines. 

The Magpies then came within inches of taking 
the lead as former Terra Kyle Critchell crossed for 
Flood, only for his snapshot to rebound off the 
underside of the bar. 

A wonderful free-kick from Stephen Reed forced 
an athletic save from Evans, which proved crucial 
as Dorchester made the breakthrough within 60 
seconds. 

On 41 minutes, substitute Steve Devlin, on in 
place of the injured Dickenson, supplied a pin¬ 
point delivery for Crittenden to volley home with 
aplomb at the back post. 

Some may have expected Weymouth to fold but 
instead they re-emerged for the second period 
with purpose and it was not long before they 
were back on level terms. 

A hurried clearance from new recruit Harrison 
Bell was charged down by Crittenden and rico¬ 
cheted to Wolleaston, who slotted the ball past 
Evans. 

After the withdrawal of talismanic skipper Mark 
Jermyn through a hamstring strain, Bell spurned a 
chance to redeem himself as he could only side- 
foot his shot at Jordan. 

Shortly afterwards the Terras gained the lead 
when Beasley cut inside and unleashed a ven¬ 
omous shot, although Evans will feel he could 
have done better. 


An unmarked Critchell then headed wide for 
Dorchester before Wilson also could not find the 
target from another accurate Devlin cross. 

Wilson had caused Weymouth considerable 
problems with his pace but soon he was under 
the spotlight for all the wrong reasons after win¬ 
ning a free-kick against Ollie Tribe. 

As Weymouth's players remonstrated with Bro¬ 
kenshaw, Wilson grabbed Tribe by the throat, 
which sparked further recriminations. 

Tribe was cautioned but Wilson, who had only 
been on the pitch for 12 minutes, had no option 
but to head for the touchline, before Gerring con¬ 
troversially followed him. 

The unsavoury scenes were not only confined to 
the playing surface, as a plastic cup and a plastic 
bottle were thrown at Jordan, which led to one 
spectator being ejected. 

Despite this unedifying climax, it was perhaps 
fitting that Weymouth were the ones celebrating 
winning the trophy named in honour of Terras' 
legend Bob Lucas.
